Milk Forum

The problems of Muni get lost in 
rhetoric. The Board of Supervisors and 
the Mayor have to be either blamed or 
praised for Muni - they, alone, have the 
final responsibility. I keep hearing our 
Supes say that the problems are money 
and old equipment. Let’s look at these 
two “so-called” problems and then at 
the real problems. 

Old Equipment: The last street cars 
built and delivered in the nation were in 
1952. More than twenty years ago! And 
who got them? San Francisco. Pit¬ 
tsburg, Philadelphia and Toronto all 
have older equipment. These other 
cities have systems that function better 
than ours. All have cleaner facilities. All 
have tighter schedules and less “down” 
time on their vehicles. Everytime we 
hear one of our Supes say that the 
problem with our Muni is old equip¬ 
ment, we are being fed rhetoric. Ask 
them about the older, better operating 
equipment in the above cities. 

Lack of Money: The Supes say that

another reason there are problems with 
Muni is lack of money. Yet there was 
more than $150,000 for a “I love you” 
campaign. Yet there was more than 
$100,000 for a new logo. Because 
money is being spent on public 
relations, we had up to 90 vehicles 
unable to move from the yards due to 
lack of money for spare parts! Our 
Supes fully understand spending 
money for PR, but not for needed spare 
parts. Most probably because they 
themselves, are products of PR, and 
most important, because they do not 
ride Muni day after day. 

The real problem with Muni. We 
are dealing with two things here. Let us 
start with the responsible people. The 
Supes. They say that they are for 
Transit First. That is, moving people to 
and from place to place in the best 
manner. Mass Transit. They pass a 
resolution stating that they support 
Transit First. Excellent. Then they vote 
to allow the Stockton-Sutter garage to 
be expanded so that more cars may 
park right smack in the core of the 
downtown area. If Transit is First, why 
allow more garages that will attract 
more cars into the downtown core?

Well, who builds those garages? Who 
contributes to the “welfare” of those 
Supes who vote for those garages? And 
then along comes our old friend, Yerba 
Buena. In this case, the Supes support 
another garage in the downtown core 
area that will attract 1,850 more cars! 
How can one vote support for Transit 
First, and then vote to attract approx¬ 
imately 2,000 more cars into the core 
area? The Supes are either dumbly 
confused, or their true concerns lie with 
the downtown interests and not with 
Transit First? Well? 

Thus, in order to have an 
improved Muni, we must have a Board 
that will not only say that they are 
for Transit First, but will vote against 
attracting more autos into the core area. 
For several years I have said that the 
best way to improve Muni would be to 
require the Mayor and the Supes to ride 
the buses every day, to and from City 
Hall! 

Next, we come to the other part of 
Muni’s problem. Middle management. 
The driver, believe it or not, wishes to 
make his job easier. The General 
Manager, Curtis Green, seems to be 
trying damn hard. Both are burdened 
with a middle management that is 
loaded with bureaucrats, typical of a 
Hollywood movie. Pressure must be 
used to force the middle management 
of Muni to start thinking in terms of 
1980 and not 1930. Instead of yelling at 
the drive for late, dirty, unsafe, etc. 
vehicles, yell at the Supes. Only then 
will they get the message and put 
pressure on management to improve 
Muni. I have stated that the next time 
you are frustrated with anything about 
Muni, call up each and every Supe. and 
say: “Damn it! You ride the bus!” 

Finally, there is the future of Muni. 
Every study indicates that in the long 
range, the private auto will have to be 
banned from the downtown core area. 
That is a fact of life we must face, 
whether we like the concept or not. 
Two years ago, when I brought up this 
subject, a number of conservative 
people expressed their displeasure. I 
was told that this was unfair, un¬ 
democratic, etc. That no fiscally 
responsible conservative would ever 
give up the freedom of choice of using 
his or her auto. The Supes agree that 
the auto must remain - i.e., more 
garages are needed. All this, in the face 
of every study which states that the auto 
must go if we are to have a convenient 
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Brother Bizarre’s Gaze 


transit system. Interestingly, one of the 
most conservative cities in the nation - 
Dallas, Texas, a city that relies on the 
auto probably as much as LA does, a 
city that does not have a huge transit 
system, has just decided that the 
solution to their transit problem is to ban 
the auto in their downtown core area. 

Dallas, Texas, has started their 
program on an experimental basis. 
Long before their situation gets out of 
hand. And our Board of Supervisors 
want more garages to attract more autos 
to our downtown area. Well? 
REGISTRAR, ANYONE?

In our Gay ways one of the 
toughest transformations to survive is 
the change from a Pretty Face to the 
face one wears pretty much the same til 
fade-out. A cruel reflection! Facing up 
to the wreckage: no more free drinks 
from admiring strangers down the 
mirror. No more telephone numbers 
slipped apprehensively into pockets. No 
more cow eyes boring into Beauty’s 
space, making it difficult for him to 
sweep the eyes to his left and right. No 
more follow-up phone calls (tricks now 
amply fulfilled in a few hours of 
less-filled time). 

For the celebrated Beauty, it’s no 
more Mark Cross luggage j no more 
Tiffany tie tacks. No more weekends in 
San Juan, no more Mediterenean villas. 
(He can go any where he wants to - on 
his own.) 

Beauty’s trying season of thin 
crystal shatterings: when teeth stain and 
grow larger as they hinge on slimmer 
roots. When tatpos fade and seem to 
run in rivulets, sateen flesh going to 
gauze. When eyes begin to blear out of 
yellowing buckets. A few make the 
pasage gracefully; many do not. With 
some the breaking apart year might be 
40; for some, 30, and with a 
self-abusive youth even 25. Some men 
never reach this crisis, for early on they 
concluded they had to survive on more 
than skin (perhaps they are the 
fortunate ones). 

It’s not just an issue of vanity. It’s 
the twisted behavior that develops when 
Beauty entitles himself to rights and 
privileges denied the “less fortunate.” 
The attitude that marauding sharks 
deserve being fended off with con¬ 
tempt. That one can brutalize the 
attentive for merely treading on 
Beauty’s space. The locked-up feeling 
and feigned disinterest, daring someone 
in the crowd to assail...if they have the 
granite, to breach the defenses. The 
strategy develops into a life of waiting 
for the blitz, surface-to-air missiles ever 
on the alert...until the aging, solitary 
sentinel realizes that the chances of 
anymore night raids are next to nil. 


The red flag tantalizes no more 
bulls, fewer chances to practise 
veronicas and paso dubles. No occasion 
to cry ole! as Beauty side steps a 
charging Beast. No dirty old man on 
whom to deliver a coup de grace. 
Hardly a person cares (if they ever 
deeply did) about Beauty’s slim victories 
of once upon a time. No more 
triumphs, no more trophies. 

At first the fading star considers 
compromise -- if only he could meet 
people on equal terms, but he is so used 
to trading 6 inches for 6 miles, the pain 
one of one for one is almost unbearable. 
He suffers on, dividing his life between 
past glories and future applause. 
Neither satisfy. 

His confidence shaken to the 
roots of his thinning hair, he is 
confronted with a boiling caldron from 
whose bitter draught he might gain 
respite - he falsely hopes. He finds his 
way into fetishism - if his beauty can’t 
bait, perhaps the accutrements of 
machismo: Leather and metallic studs, 
a cowboy hat, a pierced ear. Get tough, 
go around as a supermale and one can 
still box people around the ears. And so 
now we have a chorus line of the men in 
the Iron Masks. Posturing, strutting, 
passing around their bullet of amyl 
nitrate to disorient their victims before 
they hatchet them (for not knowing 
prey is supposed to attack — if only to be 
repulsed). Now dragging home the 
heads of rabbits, claiming to have 
bagged lions and panthers. Never at 
peace but nightly, yearly re-enacting the 
failure. Others, alum-hearted, acid 
tongued, now reduced to trapping flies 
at urinals, advertising for slaves to serve 
a memory.. .to pay back the universe for 
a bankruptcy it never caused. 

In the final stages of this psycholog¬ 
ical paresis, they abandon themselves to 
swill away their sunset days in stupor. 
Neither discovered for what they might 
have been. 

Even Mrs. Stone had her Roman 
Spring, for her maker captured a 
microcosm of gypsy philosophy: to take 
life as it comes and, when it darkens, to 
“sleep it, smoke it, fiddle it away.”

week; he has a part in a new movie, 
Sparking, based upon the career of The 
Supremes.

Linda truly regards Gerri and Lester as 
her “children,” but she swears he will be 
back with her when Bessie opens on 
Broadway Oct. 4th. 

But what does Linda do besides 
sing up a storm? “I love to cook. I’ 
good, but I’m not the best. My friend 
‘Little Bit’ is. the best. She weighs... 
(Linda indicates a waistline that would 
make Kate Smith look like Twiggy). I 
have cats. And I swim. I love playing 
cards for free. I can’t stand for anybody 
to win my money. I’m a puzzle fanatic. 
And I’m a fanatic for soap operas. I 
watch them all.” 

She was born in New Orleans fifty 
years ago. “I love my age. I see so many 
that have not lived to see 50, so many 
singers I have trained who’ve never 
reached it.” She trained singers? “I took 
two years off to teach kids to sing...I’ve 
never had a lesson. I always had a 
voice. It’s not as powerful now as it used 
to be but I can do more with it as I’ve 
gotten older.” I break up; Linda has one 
of the most powerful voices I’ve ever 
heard. I comment, “Well, you’re not 
exactly Blossom Dearie, ya know?!” 
Linda howls -- “Honey, you used to be 
able to hear me two blocks away!” 

I query Linda about the difference 
betwen gospel and blues. “The only 
difference is words. One speaks of 
God, the other speaks of bringing hurt 
out of you. But both bring joy to you 
and take pain out of you...Bessie’s 
times were not like my times. I have it 
easy. I’ve found very little prejudice. 
The only way a black performer don’t 
make it now is because he isn’t trying. 


It’s wide open now.” 

And how are San Francisco 
audiences? “It’s more subdued here. 
They don’t let go like L.A. and New 
York, but don’t think that they aren’t 
getting it. They give you that smile, and 
I love that!” And Linda gives me her 
smile, which would melt the heart of 
Scrooge, Simon Legree and Clive 
Barnes, and I love her.

Sutter’s Mill Ends 
Pendulum Win 
Streak 

Defense was the name of the game 
as Twin Peaks took on an improving 
Hombre team as the seventh week of 
C.S.L. action got underway at Balboa 
Park. Continuing in their winnings, 
Twin Peaks managed to keep their 
pennant hopes alive, but not before the 
Hombre took them to the limits in 
defensing their way to a 13-6 toughie. 

After opening the season on a 
winning note, the Kokpit has failed to 
put together another Victory as they 
dropped their fifth game in a row 37-2 
to Northern Div. leader Sutter’s Mill.

Trying 
for an unprecedented undefeated 
season, it was do or die for Irene and 
her Big Red Machine. 

The capacity crowd was evenly 
divided in team support, as both squads 
had brought out their loudest and most 
loyal fans. After 30 minutes of insults 
thrown in jest from one team’s direction 
to the opposite opponent’s camp, the 
contest was to begin. 

Sutter’s led off the first and went 3 
up and 3 down. The Pendulum finished 
the inning in the same fashion. 3 up and 
3 down. A defensive battle was 
emerging. 

The second inning was more of the 
same in that neither team could muster 
any offense. 

Then disaster struck Sutter’s Mill 
infield.

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Letter From Mole End 


Dear Badger: 

Yes, I am settling in to my new 
Mole End, garden (milkweed!) and all, 
and I’ve discovered that unpacking is at 
least as traumatizing as packing was. 
The number of things I’d forgotten I 
had, just during the two weeks I put into 
packing and storage, is amazing. I don’t 
yet know where I’m going to put all the 
books, but I have an idea I may be 
constructing a lot of shelves in the very 
near future. It’s a good thing I saved the 
marble stair tread: I want to use it to 
hold the cookbooks, because it’s strong 
and because it’ll look really good over 
the marble pastry table. 

The cats are nearly through their 
freaking over the move. Esmee has 
disappeared only once, and Pascal has 
already presented me with a small bird 
of some sort, in the middle of the 
kitchen floor and not quite alive (it died 
behind the stove and I had a hell of a 
time getting it out). I could wish he 
would express his devotion in some 
other way - he’d already eaten a big 
breakfast when he went out hunting, 
and it took\about three minutes to 
return with the poor thing, so the 
impulse couldn’t have been dictated by 
hunger. 

After all the time I spent, room by 
room, spring cleaning at the last End, I 
am back to using the sponge mop and 
spicnspan on the walls and ceilings 
here. It’s so convenient just dunking the 
sponge and running it up the walls, I 
can’t think why everybody doesn’t do it. 
You know how I hate to get up on the 
ladder, and the handle of the mop takes 
care of that problem, too: the tallest 
thing I need to stand on is the milking 
stool! 

Have you received an “Oz” button 
yet? If not, I’ll send one down your way. 
So far, I’ve had three bought right off 
my body. I understand quite a few 
people here enjoy collecting special 
events buttons, but I’d never run 
into a situation where a button I was 
wearing was in such demand, till now. 
With the proceeds going to Operation 
Concern, folks are not just satisfying 
their acquisitive urges but contributing 
to the general good, as well. And it’s a 
pretty (pretty?) button, with a rainbow 
yet. 

I discovered that my “real” doorbell 
was connected to the landlady’s “real” 
doorbell, so I’ve invented my own 
ecologically valid system: a recycled 
curtain ring attached to heavy-duty 
laundry line which runs through two 


recycled aluminum brackets and then 
down a hole in my dresing-room ceiling 
where it suspends a bunch of Indian 
brass bells which, when the bell ring is 
pulled, jangle very nicely. Now I have to 
figure out how to unsplice the “real” 
doorbell so that it does not ring and the 
landlady’s does; and you know how I 
am about electricity. Only last month, I 
finally figured out how to turn on the 
vacuum cleaner. You see, there has 
always been a reason I did things the 
hard way, and the secret had to come 
out sometime. Would Rube Goldberg 
be proud of my inventions? 

My new windows are all case¬ 
ments, but they just swing, with no 
crank or anything to hold them at a 
specific width of open or closed, so I 
have put a couple of latch hooks on 
each window - a long hook and a short 
hook - to hold the window open but 
not let the cats in and out. The first few 
days I was here, every time the wind 
shifted the windows either slammed 
shut or swung wide open, and the cats 
(mine and the landlady’s, a total of four 
so far) got the idea that the windows 
were hot to get in and out of the 
apartment. But the damage to the 
plants and other things being knocked 
over each time a cat made an entrance 
soon convinced me that the windows 
were not the answer. I had considered 
getting crank assemblies but the low cost 
of the hooks (three for .49) was too 
attractive to pass up. Now if I can 
remember to save a newspaper or two 
and wash the windows, I’d be able to 
see the milkweed. 

The garden is really super. There 
are nearly a dozen fruit trees, clumps of 
something called Watsonia, several 
rosebushes, and a number of som¬ 
niferous Eurasian poppy plants (you 
know which harvest I’ll hold my breath 
for!). One of the roses is a Peace, and 
there’s a small pink one, and several 
white ones, along with one really 
beautiful deep red. Unfortunately, the 
peach trees have some sort of wilt, but it 
doesn’t seem to have spread to 
anything else, so I’m not worried about 
it; but I do intend to spray this fall. In the 
meantime, I’m weeding constantly. And 
if I happen to uproot a calla Tilly or 
two, I’ll just have to put off worrying 
about it till later. I wonder why every 
garden in San Francisco has callas, with 
or without quadraphonic sound? My 
solution to the snail problem is Corry’s 
English formula snail powder. It looks 
like sawdust, and they warn against

putting it where domestic animals (read 
dogs and cats?) can get at it, so I put a 
tablespoon or so at the bottom of a 
brown paper bag, and dampen it with 
beer, then weight the bag with a rock or 
a brick so the snails can get in but the 
animals can’t. The stuff is unbelievably 
effective. It seems to scare the snails 
away as well as killing them - that is, 
many leave and the rest get croaked. 1 
wonder that birds don’t eat more snails. 
Is it that there are too many snails? 

All this moving and packing has 
ruined my softball attendance. I can’t 
even find the chile kettle, and keep 
thinking I’ve lost it for good. But it has to 
be in the next box I open. If I don’t have 
my kettle, there won’t be any matzo 
soup for dinner; and I’d feel rea//y 
foolish walking into Solomon’s and 
buying two gallons of soup to take out! 
My grannie told me the secret was never 
to remove the lid when simmering 
matzo balls, but she didn’t tell me how I 
could tell when they were done if I 
didn’t look, so I solved that problem by 
getting a kettle to fit my pyrex skillet lid. 
All I have to do is move the towel away 
from where it seals the edges, and I can 
look in, without losing any steam. 
Remember my first matzo balls? the 
ones that looked like golf balls but 
bounced when they were touched with 
the spoon? That was mother’s recipe. I 
later learned that the recipe that 
worked, my gran’s recipe, was the one 
on the box of matzo meal: perfect 
dumplings every time, if I didn’t open 
the kettle.

Law In Action 


LOVE'S LOST LAW 

For years you couldn’t sue in 
California for the loss of sexual relations 
due to injury or accident. 

Dick and Jane were married in 
1973. They were happy, and eager to 
start a family. Their young lives were 
shattered by a grave accident when a 
heavy pipe fell from a construction job 
on Dick and damaged his spinal cord. 
He was paralyzed from the neck down. 

Dick lost most body functions. In 
addition to the anguish of seeing her 
husband suffer pain, their sexual life 
changed radically. Dick could not 
engage in sex. Their married life was 
damaged by the inability to express their 
love this way, ability to produce children 
ended. 

Jane sued for the loss of sexual 
relations. The Supreme Court ruled that 
the wife had a right to sue. The 
negligent defendant had to pay. 

Under old common law, a husband 
could sue a negligent defendant for the 
loss of household services from his wife. 
He also was allowed to collect for the 
loss of sexual relationship. But the 
subservient wife had no separate rights. 
All her rights were merged with those of 
her husband. 

The law has come a long way in 
recognizing equal rights in husband and 
wife. Both have the right to sue for loss 
of affection and sexual relationships. 

In 1960, the California court ruled 
that a wife whose husband became an 
invalid because of a brain injury could 
not sue for loss of sexual powers! 

The court can always re-examine 
the rules of the common law and make 
it suit present conditions. The demands 
of justice permit the courts to evolution- 
ize the common law, even though the 
legislature usually is the main vehicle for 
such change. 

Not many years ago, there was no 
right to sue for loss of privacy, or for 
mental suffering. It was thought then 
that it was too hard to place a value on 
such rights in privacy and emotional 
suffering. Besides, claims might result 
in double recovery. But the law is not an 
inflexible rule of human conduct. 


Changing times and new conditions in 
society call for similar changes in the 
common law. All mankind loves a 
lover.
